When the ties that the con- 
cordat established between Church 
and State were broken the bishops 
and priests were no longer named 
by the government (thirty years 
before I myself named several 
bishops;) they were no longer 
paid by the government. There- 
fore they acquired a_i certain 
independence which 
they had not enjoyed up to that 
time. But, in order to live and to 
exercise their religious functions 
they were compelled to rely upon 
the offerings of worshipers. 
Those establishments whose duty 
it was to supervise religious funds 
were themselves suppressed. 

But the laws adopted provided 
that the funds which they had thus 
far administered might be turned 
into the accounts of new associa- 
tions, providing such associations 
be formed s0 as to comply with 
rules established by Parliament. 
But as the constitution of any new 
association thus provided for by 
the law would have signified the 
recognition by Rome of the separa- 
tion, and as that separation wae 
voted by a unilateral act without 
any previous accord for denounc- 
ing the concordat having been 
reached with Rome, the Holy See 
did not grant Catholics the per- 
mission to create these organiza- 
tions. Therefore. the funds be- 
longing to ecclesiastical establish- 
ments were distributed to State or 
mupicipal institutions, such as 
charity bureaus. That was an un- 
certain and unstable position for 
the Catholics, which aroused many 
complaints, especially in the small 
towns and rural) districts. 


RELATIONS RENEWED 
Thanks to the renewal] of diplo- 
matic relations the Holy See final- 
ly consented to the formation in 


France of associations which com- 
plied with the civil laws whose 
application up to then it had re- 
fused to tolerate. When I an- 
nounced this to Parliament, just 
one year ago everybody, ieft and 
right alike, appeared to experience 
a feeling of real relief. How can 
one now disdain a concession 
which was all the more significant 
as it had been awaited for such a 
fong time. 


Therefore, even if the Vatican 
Embassy had produced absolutely 
no results, that would not be a 
determining factor in favor of its 
suppression. 


RESULTS ACHIEVED 

But it ts not correct to claim 
that the Vatican Embassy has been 
entirely inéfficacious. In April, 
1921, the Roman curia admitted 
the right to Mer. Redmond, a 
French military bishop in the Ger- 
man territories occupied by French 
troops, to exercise religious juris- 
diction over soldiers, functionaries 
and French civilians, together with 
their farilies. In Mesopotamia, a 
French prelate, was nominated 
Latin archbishop and Apostolic 
delegate by the Hely See. In Mo- 
receo the Holy See turned the 
apostolic vicarate of Rabat over to 
French Franciscan priests. 

But it did even more and bet- 
ter than that. On January 18, 
1924, entering negotiations which I 
myself conducted with the papa! 
nunicio, Mgr. Cerretti, the Holy See 
took a step of capital importance 
to the fate of the Catholic Church 
It 
recognized the diocesan associations 
reguiated by statutes which com- 
plied with the French laws on the 
separation of the church and 
state.

The separation of the spiritua) 
from the temporal, which we in- 
tend to safeguard in France. is 
not bound to result in the mutual 
ignorance of the two powers and 
the absence of ail external rela- 
tions between them. And for a 
European nation like ourselves, 
surrounded ar we are by other 
nations who are themselves rep- 
resented in Rome, to leave Rome 
abruptly after having gone there 
ig to condemn oursé.ves to fatali- 
zation, to make an unfortunate 
discrimination. among our neigh- 
bors, to deprive ourselves of a 
precious observatory and of essen- 
tlal means of informetion. 

The matter becomes further 
complicated and to a still more 
disagreeable degree on account of 
the special position in which the 
territories which were returned to 
France by virtue of the Treaty of 
Versailles fing themselves placed. 
When they were annexed in 1871 
by the new German Empire, Al- 
sace-Lorraine remained under the 
concordat regime. While under 
German domination they contin- 
ued to observe not only the diplo- 
matic act which [In 1801 estab- 
lished this regime, but also the 
organic afticlé which Bonaparte 
ultimately added for the purpose 
= properly regulating its applica- 
tion.

So when, in April, 1919, it be- 
came necessary to replace the 
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German bishops of Metz and Stras- 
bourg, M. Clemenceau, in agree- 
ment with me, declined to con- 
sent to Reme naming the new prel- 
ates. On the contrary he used the 
right that the concordat gave 
to the French government of 
making its own episcopal nomina- 
tions, confirmation alone being left 
to the Pope. Our choice rested 
upon two candidates concerning 
whom Rome was approached and 
to whom it presented no objec- 
tions. I signed the decree which 
the government presented to me 
for their nomination and on the 
following August 1 the Pope rati- 
fied our decision. Since that time 
these bishops have remained in 
their sees and the concordat has 
constantly been applied in Alsace- 
rraine. 

The regulations in Alsace-Lor- 
raine for the practice of religion, 
which are the same as those which 
existed throughout France up to 
1904, make it, therefore. quite in- 
dispensable to maintain continual 
relations with the Holy See. The 
logical conctusion would have been 
to maintain the Embassy at least 
until the present organization of 
religious practice in the eastern 
departments was modified. But an 
intermediate mode of action was 
preferred. The Chamber decided 
that we would merely maintain a 
second-rate personality in Rome 
for the purpose of defending the 
religious interests of the recove 
provinces. 

Will this solution be accepted by 
the Senate? # Nothing is more 
doubtful. Such a solution, indeed, 
ia likely to make appear 
as though she were cut in two, 
both in the eyes of the Holy See 
and of other nations who have 
delegates in Rome. For this rea- 
son the arrangement was de- 
nounced in the Chamber by the 
Alsatian an4 Lorrainian Deputies. 
who are all ardent patriots.

LONDON, March 8.—Dispatches 
from Paris reaching London to- 
night seem to indicate that Austen 
Chamberlain in his interviews with

PRODUCTION 
MAKES GAIN 


Public Utility Plants Show 


Increased Output of Power 
Development : 


(FXCLOSIVE DISPATCH) 

WASHINGTON, March 8.—The 
average production of electricity 
by public utility power plants as 
shown in a statement just issued 
by the geological survey, Depart- 
ment of the Interior, starts off in 
1925 tn January at the rate of 
180,300 000 kilowatt hours per day, 
the highest rate yet reached in 
the production of electricity. The 
January rate exceeded the Decem- 
ber rate by about 1 1-2 per cent 
and exceeded the January, 1924, 
rate by nearly 8 per cent. 

Based on the increase in* ovt- 
put during the previous years, the 
average daily rate of production 
of electricity in January, 1926, will 
probably be over 200,000,000 kilo- 
watt hours per day. The output 
by the use of water power in 
January, 1924, was 32.3 per cent» 
in 1925. it was about 31 per cent. 

The quantities in the tables are 
based on the operation of about 
4000 power plants, each produc- 


‘Ing 10.000 kflowat hours or more 


per month, engaged in generating 
electricity for public use, includ- 
ine central stations, electric raill- 
way plants, and certain other 
plante that contributed to the pub- 
lic supply. The reports are re- 
ceived from planta representing 
over $5 per cent of the total] ca- 
pacity. e output of those plants 
which do not submit reporte is 
estimated; the figures of Output and 
fuel consumption as reported in 
the accompanying tables are on @ 
100 per cent baaia. 

The following figures for Cali- 
fornia by months show increases 
as follows: 

November, 1924, 442 930; Decem- 
ber, 1924, 449,308: January, 192f, 
467,884. Of this amount water- 
power furnished 262.313 in No- 
vember, 1924; 298.876 in Decem- 
ber, 1924, and 300.726 in January. 
1925. The remainder, or 159.617, 
in November, 1924; 160,432 in De- 
cember, 1424, and 157.168 in Jan- 
uary, 1925, was furnished by fuel.

Twins Are Twins 
But Scientists 


Find Two Kinds 


CHICAGO, March %.—Hereto- 
fore twins have been considered 
as twine and nothing more, but 
extensive scientific research belng 
conducted by Prof. H. H. New- 
man of the University of Chica- 
go is bringing out important new 
data. 

Prof. Newman has confirmed 
experiments by other scientist«. 
who, by study of animals, proved 
there are two kinds of twins— 
identical twins, and ordinary or 


fraternal twins. Ordinary twins. 
Prof. Newman explains, are mere- 
ly brother and sister, or sisters 
that happen to be born together. 
They differ in their hereditary 
complex as widely as do brothers 
an. sisters in general. 

Identical twins, however, have 
an origin quite diffrent from this. 
“It ts particularly certain.” Prof. 
Newman says, “though not yet 


fully demonstrated for human he- 


ings, that the two individuals are 
derived from the two halves of 
a single life cell. They constirute 
just the type of materia] needed 
for a study of heredity—two indi- 
viduals with identical heredity.” 

The oxperiments now under way 
are expected to throw valuable 
light on the ages-old controversy 
between advocates of the heredity 
doctrine and those of environment.

velt and his brother, Kermit, to 
Chinese Turkestan. 

It will be Dr. Cherrie's forty-ninth 
exploration, he said, but his frst 
to the Pamirs, which, In Persian, 
means “Roof of the World.” 

“There aren't any collections of 
the fauna of the Pamirs in this 
country,” said Dr. Cherrie. “We 
hope to bring back complete rec- 
ords of many beasts and birds un- 
known here now. Most important 
after the Ovis Poli—Marcopolo's 
great sheep—are the Goitered Ga- 
zelle, the Yarkand stag. the 
great ibex of the Tian Shan Moun- 
tains, the long-haired tiger and the 
snow leopard.”

PREADING FASCISM 

After two years of successful Fascism 
in Italy the movement is spreading to other 
European countries. A Fascist Grand Coun; 
cil has been established and it bears an 
unpleasing resemblance to the Communist 
Internationale. In fact, there are evidences 
in England, France and other European 
countries of a Fascist propaganda. Like So- 
clalism and Communism, Fascism is seek- 
ing to internationalize itself. 


Fascism is offered to the world as a po- 
litical creed embracing strict state authori- 
ty, the suppression of strikes, the fight 
against Bolshevism and organization of ra- 
tional collaboration among all classes in- 
stead of fomenting conflict among classes. 
From ap economic, industrial and socia! 
point of view Fascism has proved a boon to 
Italy; but there are many who doubt whetbh- 
er it can be applied profitably to govern. 
ment and industry in other European coun- 
tries, 


Fascism has the great advantage over 
unism that it can point to a regener- 
ated Italy, where the factories are running 
full blast and the people all working, while 
conditions in Russia under Communism are 
worse economically, socially and industria). 
ly than anywhere else in the world. The 
success of Fascism shows up all the bright- 
er in the foreground because it is reflected 
against the gloomy failure in the back- 
ground of Russian Communism. 

Conditions under Fascism are supported 
in Italy where they would seem intolerable 
in this country. The reason for this is to 
be found in the fact that Fascism offers 
a pleasing contrast to the radical Socialism 
which it destroyed. Comparing Italy before 
and after Mussolini came, a correspondent 
of the London Telegraph recently wrote: 

The situation before the Fascist gov- 
ernment came into power almost 
amounted to a negation of government; 
there was, one might say, no govern- 
ment and no law. The outcome of this 
state of lawlessness and disorder was

At the close of the war the industries of 
all the countries in Europe were dominated, 
enslaved by the labor unions. They were 
stronger than the governments and they 
used the power to foment radicalism.

To 
organize a strike against any government- 
controlled enterprise became a criminal! act.

We who had thought that the Yellow 
Peril had passed would better, so this per- 
spicacious Frenchman avers, begin to appre- 
Clate the fact that the Bolshevik enterprise 
fostered in China by Dr. Sun Yat Sen, for- 
mer provisional President, and young Chi- 
na of the colleges is yet to be reckoned 
with, while in India the Bolsheviks have | 
found fertile soil for their propaganda. 

This sort of thing has been thrust for- 
ward before as an international bugaboo. 
There would seem to be no particular rea- 
son for flaunting it just now save the fact 
that Germany and Russia have been pro 
viding a great number of arms to China 
and the suspicion that the Chinese masses 
are quietly attaining the means of an ag- 
gressive campaign, while in India the suc-! 
cessful appeal to native national and reli-/ 
gious pride already has resulted in signifi- 
cant uprisings. 

The Chinese masses are said to be suffer- 
ing from the effects of general disorder, 
civil war and all its train of misery, and 
seek anxiously for a regime which will 
bring back order and prosperity. Bolshevik 
poison probably has been administered as | 
@ panacea for these ills, but it can be only | 
guessed to what extent the oriental mind 
has been able to grasp and accept a brand | 
of imperialism which to a western view pre-| 
sents itself as the most doctrinaire, cynical 
and brutal of all. 


Our own direct interest in this new phase 
of internationalism is heightened by the iIn- 
sult to the American flag and the violation 
of American treaty rights seen in the re 
cent seizure of the steamer Chinehuen by 
Kweichow rebels. On a flimsy pretext the 
captain of the steamer, which was flying ' 
the American colors, was forcibly removed 
from his ship and the vessel was captured 
and held by the local troops. This is only 
an incident, but it serves to show a spirit 

enough to embolden the Chinese to 
high-handed acts where formerly our rights 
were respected. 

There are 900,000,000 of the Asiatics 
whom the Bolsheviks are trying to subject 
to their imperialistic designs. As there are 


Bolshevik propaganda in China, however 
persistently pushed, will fail and fail mis- 
erably. 


MODERNIZE CRIMINAL CODE 

Two bills are at present before the 
State Legislature, framed by the State Bar 
Association, to redress the many evils that 
have crept into the California Crimnal 
Code, to reconsider the antiquated prece- 
dents on which many of its provisions are 
based and to bring the whole legal pro- 
cedure to a standard more in keeping with 
the needs of modern society. 


One bill empowers the Governor to ap 
point a commission to study and report on 
a thodern code to replace the slow and 
cumbersome legal machinery at present em- 
ployed, the commission to report back the 
result of its investigations to the Legisla- 
ture. The second measure deals specifical- 
ly with the time allowed to pass upon ap- 
peals and to cut it down to a reasonable 
lim ft. 

With the objects of both these measures 
The Times is in full accord. They are 
along lines for reforming our Criminal Code 
that have been advocated for the past two 
years by the Los Angeles Crimé Commis 
sion. Maj. Walter K. Tuller, former chair- 
man of the Los Angeles Crime Commission, 
is the emissary of the State Bar Associa- 
tion to support the measures at Sacramento. 

No public question is of more vital im- 
portance to the peace and security of the 
commonwealth of California. Two miscar- 
riages of justice are possible when a crimi-

There was no 
fear of any guilty person escaping under 
the regime of old autocracies. There was 
& very justifiable dread of innocent per- 
sons being wrongly convicted. Penal codes 
under these circumstances were drawn 
solely in the interest of the accused. 

In California today we face an exactly 
contrary condition. Our need is to protect 
society from the criminal, not the accused 
from an autocratic judge. We cannot 
stamp out crime so long as the conviction of 
criminals is hampered at every turn by a 
code designed chiefly to t the accused, 
to hamper the prosecution and to make the 
carrying out of a sentence, even after it 
has been imposed, a very uncertain con- 
clusion.

The story of the diphtheria epi- 
demic in Nome and the delivery 
of antitoxin by the dog teams, in 
the deathly cold and over the 
treacherous snow, no doubt has 
stimulated your interest in anti- 
toxin. 

A few papers back I told you 
how antitoxin was manufactured. 
In today’s and tomorrow's papers 
I want to tell you a little more 
of the antitoxin and something 
of the Schick test and the toxin- 
antitoxin—all concerned with 


diphtheria, so that you will under- 
stand these terms and not con- 
fuse them. First, let me tell you 


a little something about diph- 
theria. 
Diphtheria, a serious dis- 


ease, oftentimes fa is caused by 
a germ (named after its discov- 
erers,) the Koch-Weeks bacillus. 


When this germ setties on the 
throat of a susceptible victim, it 
immediately begins to multiply. 
(Germs reproduce themselves 
dividing every twenty minutes 
In a short time there are enough 
present and enough reaction in 
the mucous membrane so that a 
grayish-white patch can be seen. 
The germs remain located on 
this membrane. It is not thought 
that they themselves get into the 
blood, but their poisons do; and 
it is te the isons that circulate 
in the b and attach them- 
selves to the body cells that the 
serious and often fatal effects are 
mostly due. Sometimes the mem-

and what is known as 
diphtheria develops. This may 
cause death by strangulation, un- 
less an artificial tube is inserted 
to breathe through. 

If the child (or adult) recovers 
from diphtheria, it is because his 
body has manufactured an anti- 
toxin, which neutralizes the pose 
(toxin ) of walting for the 
child's body cells to manufacture 
this antitoxin and running the risk 
of death before sufficient can be 
manufactured, we inject an anti- 
toxin manufactured by the body 
cells of healthy young horses and 
immediately the poisons in the 
child's body begin te be neutral- 


The degree with which the pols-/ 
ons are neutralized depends large- 
ly upon the time at which 
antitoxin is given. If it is 
before the toxin has 
make a firm,combination with the 
cells and poison them thoroughly, 
there are practically no deaths.

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PLAYDOM 
~ THE LAUGH IS GOOD 


FINISH GIVES “THE LAST 
LAUGH” RARE CHARACTER 


By Edwin Schailert 
Somebody has evidently been 
sitting up nights in Germany try- 
ing to find an idea for a photoplay 
that would prove reasondbly en- 
tertaining to the American public. 
“The Last Laugh” bears testimo- 


ny of this—although the really 
bright ‘proof is reserved for the 
last two reels. 


This is quite a picture. But I am 
afraid that its real appeal will not 
reach the romantic-minded. 

It carries nothing in the nature 


of a love story, and there are no 
heroes and no villains. indeed, 
the very best part abdout this pro- 
duction, which is showing at the 
Criterion Theater, is that it man- 
ages to be utterly delightful be- 
cause it happens to evoid an 

so conventional. 

The producers abroad have, as 
a matter of fact. apparentiy made 
up their minds to kid us about our 
liking for happy endings. They 
have slapped on an utterly prepos- 
terous but emazingly intriguins 
one in “The Last Laue¢h.” and 
frankly it is more than a little 
diMicult to give them credit off- 
band for such an astonishing sens. 
of humor. 

Ostensibly, this picture is a trag- 
edy. It begins with the story of 
an old doorman at a hotel. who has 
outgrown his period of usefulness. 
. All his life he has bees the herv 
of his neighborhood. because of 
the magnificent gold-braid wuni- 
form that goes with his jeb. He 
lives in a shabby district. and is 
the most pretentious and imposing 
inhabitant thereabouts. 

Because he is found missing 
from his post at an inopportune 
moment, he loses hig position er 
doormen. But in consideration of 
his long service he is retained tn 
the employ of the hotel and eas- 
signed to the washroom instead. 
His fine gold-braided coat is taken 
away from him. 

It is the night of his daughter's 
wedding, and so at a lete hour he 
steals back to the closet where the 
coat is kept and removes it. so 
that he can appear at the mar- 
riage celeDration in all the pomp 
and full regalia of his tion. 

The next day, though, the whole 
neighborhood where he lives learns 
of the disaster that hag befallen 
him. He is an outéeast not only 
as regards the residents, but also 
from his family, and is doomed to 
decay and die in the menial serv- 
ice of the washroom, with none 
but a kind-hearted night watch- 
man to give him any attention. 

The film leads rather sadly, and 
even somewhat laboriously, up to 
this point, and it looks like a 
typically dreary foreign finieh to 
the story. 

However, when they reached 
this stage the producers must 
have decided that the film might 
not sell acroes the water, and they 
went out and got some pretzeis 
and beer so as to find new inspira- 
tion. 

What they have given to the au- 
dience from this point on is & 
sheer flight of genius. Indeed, it 
is so clever and fine thet it rivals 
the famous heaven vence in 
Charlie Chaplin's film, “The Kid,” 
for whimsy. The best of it ell ts 
that it is a clever joke on happy 
endings as they are usually pre- 
sented on the ecreen, and was evi- 
dently done just for the purpose of 
poking fun at the notion of what 
constitutes a successful picture 

To appreciate this finish, one has 
to see “The Last Laugh.” with a 
mind keen for its satire. The 
title that telle how the old door- 
man was left a fortune running 
into millions by a trick qill is in 
itself a capital piece of humor. 

The manner in which he uses 
this fortune to make himself and 
his old friend the night watchman, 
happy and well fed, with tons and 
tons of food apparently, builds up 
the humor of the climax. It leaves 
you with a certain feeling of joy- 
ous optimism and pleasure that 


/tis hardly to be described. 


Technically. the picture is ex- 
tremely interesting, though some 
of it is very hard on the eyes. 
Weird and fantastic things tran- 
epire during a dream of the old 
doorman just after he has lost his 
job, and has imbibed too freely 
at the celebration of his daugh- 
ter’s marrisege. 


This scene of intoxication is 
deftiy handied. I do not know, 
though, that it will escape re- 


proach, because such seenes are 
always inclined to be offensive to 
many audience members. There 
are also certain delays, and a cer- 
tain tediousness in reaching the 
close of the tragic part of the story 
that will net prove acceptable. In 
fact, the film would Pave benefitted 
posulakiy by some trimming. 
Virtually every bit of the story 
transpires in action, and the photo- 
phic shots are very unusual. 
ere ia a subtitie before the final 
scenes of the old doorman’s pros- 
perity, but that is the only one 
after the picture has started. 
Emi! Jannings is the center or 
most of the attention throughout 
the picture, and he gives a tre- 
mendous performance. It evidences 
even more than did hie Louis XV 
in “Passion.” and Henry VIII in 
“Deception.” his unusual skill in 
acting. For practically the whole 
strenath and appeal of the picture 
depends on him alone. His humor
